CHINESE LABOR. 
The objections made by some fastid- 
ious and over sensitive persons against 
the introduction of the Chinese as la- 
borers will all fall before the necessity 
of the case. Labor must be had to de- 
velop the rich resources of our abun- 
dant and fertile lands. And they who 
have the lands and need the laborers 
willemploy them if they are found 
efficient, though they should be all 
heathens, idolaters, atheists or Chris- 
tians. Men will not ask what are 
their opinions, but what is their effi- 
ciency for labor. understand 
there is a class which is reliable, and 
will perform its contracts, so the plant- 
ers perform theirs. If such as these 
are introduced, the competition with 
negro labor will rapidly supplant it. 
Our colored people should take warn- 
ing and regard their contracts more 
faithfully than they have been too of- 
tenin the habit of doing. One sig- 
nificant fact stated by travelers who 
have observed Chinese labor in Cali- 
fornia is that much of it is skilled and 
to be found “in paper and powder 
mills; in the borax works; in the hop 
plantations, fruit orchards and vine- 
yards; following the reaping machines 
on the farms, and working the salt 
pits on the coast.””. This may result 
in encouragement to a varicty of man- 
ufactures and the growth of our South- 
ern cides. Nature abhors all vacu- 
ums. The overcrowded and dense 
population of China must flow in and 
fill up the vast Southern American 
waste. Inthe natural course of things, 
now that facilities for travel are opened 
to the Pacific coast, population must 
equalize, and the hundreds of mil- 
lions of impoverished and starving 
drudges of the other side of the world 
will come over to our land flowing 
with milk and honey, and where the 
rewards of labor are comparatively 
great. Arguments will not prevent 
it,and it would. seem more a war 
against Providence than a dictate of 
reason that we should resort to them. 


WHAT IS PROHIBITED, | 
The Memphis Post, following in the 
wake of its namesake of New York, 
declares that Chinese importation 
forbidden by law, that Congress will 
not tolerate peonage, and that it. has 
** placed a strict embargo upon the im- 
portation of the Chinese into the coun- 
try with any such relations existing 
between them and _ their importers or 
employers as proposed by KoopMAN- 
SCHAAP and the late Memphis Con- 
vention.”” Our neighbor has been 
misled into a huge mistake, Thelaw 
does not forbid voluntary Chinese im- 
migration. Itis not before us, but 
we take in proof the following abstract ; 
by the New York Post, as sufficiently 
condemning the enemy out of his own 
mouth, It is the act of February, 
1862: 

Section one totally forbids every citi- 
gen of the United States, or foreign resi- 
dents coming here, acting for himself or 
any other person,in any capacity what-’ 
ever, to *‘ build, equip, load, or otherwise 
prepare any ship or vessel, or any steai- 
ship or steam vessel, registered, enrolled 
or licensed inthe United States, or any 
port within the same, for. the purpose of 
procuring from China, or from any port 
or piace therein, or from any other port 
or place, the inhabitants or subjects of 
China, known as coolies, to be transported 
to any foreign country, port or place 
whatever, to be dis of, or sold, or 
transferred, for any term of years, or for 
any time whatever, as servants or appren- 
tices, or to be held to service or labor.” 
Any ship or vessel so employed, directly 
or otherwise, shall be forfeited and liable 
to be seized, prosecuted and condemned 
in any of the circuit or district courts of 
the United States for the district where it 
was seized, found or carried. : 

Section two makes such building, pre- 
paring, ete., of vessels, or aiding and 
abetting the ecoolie trade in anywise, an 
indictable offense, incurring the penalty 
of a fine of $2000 and imprisonment not 
exceeding one year. 

Section three makes the receiving and 
transporting of Chinamen on any vessel 
by citizens of the United States, for such 


| which the stock is taken, 


purposes, an indictable offense, punish- 
able as before with fine andimprisonment. 


Section four exempts from the operation 


of the act “‘any free and voluntary emi- 
gration of any Chinese subject,’’ but re- 


quires for the purpose a permit from a 


Consul or Consular Agent of the United 


States, who must first be satisfied by per- 
sonal evidence of the fact. 


Section five extends the provisions of 
other acts of Congress regulating passen- 
ger transit in merchant vessels to all ves- 
sels owned by citizens of and licensed in 
the United States, and applies the penal- 
ties and forfeitures of this act to them. 
Section six authorizes the President to 
order vessels of the United States, their 
masters and commanders, to examine all 
vessels referred to in the previous sec- 
tions, when they have reason to believe 
that they are engaged in the transporta- 
tion of ** coolies,’’ and in case such vessels 
are violating the provisions of this act, 
they are to cause the offending vessels to 

conveyed to any port or. district of the 
United States and delivered to the mar- 
shalof the district, to be held and dis- 
posed of pursuant to the provisions of 
this act. 


Section 4, it will be seen, permits 
voluntary immigration, only restrict- 
ing it so far as to assure the certainty 
that itisreally voluntary. Whatthen 
does this new and North and South 
simultaneous dodge, for political capi- 
tal, amount to?

The articles of agreement of 
the “ Mississippi Valley Immigration 
Labor Company,” declare, that “ it 
shall be the duty of said company, in 
all things, to obey the laws of the 
State and Federal Governments, and 
as early as practicable, to procure the 
passage of a law of the State, legaliz- 
ing the*company as a corporation.”’ 
They also require that proper accom- 
modations for immigrants, on their 
arrival, shall be provided “ until 
they are engaged in fair contracts 
with employers, it shall 
be the duty of .the company 
to see that, in the contracts with 
planters; the rights of these laborers 
are properly protected.’? These arti- 
cles are the basis and condition on 
What is 
the sense then of supposing that any 
fraud is to be practiced on the Chinese 
immigrants, or that any law is to be 
violated, except that which would 
warrant one in supposing that the 
Memphis Convention was .composed 
Of fools or knaves? What means this 
anti-immigration and pro-carpet-bag- 
ger movement all at once and simul- 
taneously North and South? Is there 
any good in defeating immigration 
into our desolated waste, and that, 
too, by a false representation of the 
purposes and character of our people? 
We trust the ost will take a second 
thought, and reform in this respect.

The Direct Land Tax at the South. 

There is ‘some talk of enfgrcing the 
collection of the direct land tax in the 
Seuth. The Southern States’ share 
of this tax—which amounted to 
twenty millions among all the States 
—was six millions; of this sum only 
about three millions has been payed 
into the Treasury~from the Southern 
States. It will be remembered that 
when this amount had been collected 
President Johnson sent a message to 
Congress, setting forth that in view of 
the poverty produced in the South by 
the war, it would, in many instances, 
be ruinous to that section’ to enforce 
the collection of the tax at that time, 
and recommending that it be sus- 
pended for some time, so as to allow 
the industrial interests of the South to 
recuperate, It is stated that the limit 
of suspension fixed by Congress has 
now passed, and the law providing 
for the levying and collection of the 
tax comes into full force again. It is 
argued by those .who urge this pro- 
ceeding that the industrious of the 
South have greatly improved insthe 
interim; that the crops are abundant, 
and that there is no longer any excuse 
for delay on the score of poverty. 
Whether the Secretary of the Treasury 
will act upon the advice tendered him 
in this matter remains to be seen,—

How the Chinese Go to Church. 

The congregation is composed prin- 
cipally ef men and boys, dressed in 
their every day clothes. Someof them 
stare about them, or talk with each 
other. Instead of sitting down and 
paying attention to what is said, many 
stand up and walk about. Perhaps 
some will come up to the speaker and 
try to look over his book, if he reads 
from the Bible, or they will examine 
the foreign stove if it is cold weather 
and there is fire in it; or they will 
stand in front of the clock and watch 
it for awhile. Others have with them 
pareels of merchandise, or a fowl, 
some vegetables, ete., they have 
bought or wish to sell; and ifit is warm 
weather very many will strip the up- 
per part of their bodies naked and fan 
themselves, so as to be as cool as pos- 
sible. Oftentimes, unless forbidden to 
smoke, several engage in smoking 
little pipes full of tobacco, having first 
struck a fire by means of a flint and 
piece of steel and some very dry paper. 
Almost every Chinaman carries about 
with him his pipe and tobacco, and 
materials for striking fire. Sometimes 
a beggar woman will enter the chapel 
and baw! out lustily for cash. it is a 
very common practice for most of 
those who come to stay’ but a short 
time, and when one of them goes out 
all of his mates and. friends usually 
follow. .If an idol procession, or a 
mandarin amd his retinue are passing 
along the streets, or some sudden or 
unusual poise is heard, the boys and 
most of the men rush out to see what 
is to be seen, after which some of 
them will perhaps come back. Very 
few are regular hearers of the Gospel, 
and fewer still come in forthe purpose 
of hearing about Jesus. Almost all 
who come are prompted by motives 
of curiosity. 

Conceraing Prima Donnas. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: Prima 
Donnas do certainiy receive im- 
mense salaries; but it must not be for- 
gotten that their expenses—above all, 
traveling expenses and outlay for 
dress—are very great. They are for 
the most part charitable, even to ex- 
cess. They are surrounded at the 
theater by attendants of all kinds, 
who..expect money for the most tri- 
fling services; thcir addresses are 
known to all the hegging-letter 
writers; andl when one of the princi- 
pal mendicants of the metropolis fell, 
not long since, into the hands of the 
‘police, itisa fact that the name ofa 
celebrated Gerinan prima donna was 
found at the head of his list of proba- 
ble benefactors. Then think of the 
number of eccasions on which prima 
donnas are aske«l to sing gratuitously, 
and in many eases actually consent to 
do so! “dt isso little trouble for her 
to sing,’ it is argued. But it is still 
less treuble fora millionaire to write 
a check, in spite of which he is rarely 
so ready with a check for a large 
amount as the prima donna of high 
repute is with her easily convertible 
notes. Nevertheless, after making 
due allowances for the prima donna’s 
inevitable expenditure, the fact -re- 
mains that she is exceedingly well 
paid. Indeed, no oneamong women 
receives a larger income, apart from 
property, except she be an empress or 
a queen. There is this difference, 
however; that the income of the sove- 
reign (barring revolutions) is for life, 
while that of the prima donna is only 
for the life of her voice; which, how- 
ever, in the case of a happily consti- 
tuted prima donna, may fairly be 
reckoned at twenty-five years, say 
from seventeen to fofty-two.

“The way of the transgressor is hard,’’ 
but the way ofa Secretary of the Treasury 
is harder. Ever since radicalism has goy- 
erned the land the action of the Treasury 
Department has met with strong opposi- 
tion—MeCullech was not the right man 
in the right place, and. Boutwell, it 
seems, is equally as unfit for the position, 
The New York Mercantile Journal says 
of the present.course of this fanctionary: 

When the line of policy that Secretary 
Boutweill would probably pursue was 
foreshadowed in his first operations, we 
boldly announced that we thought him 
untit for the responsible position to 
which he had been appointed; and the 


-yeader will, doubtless, remember that we 


prophesied that he would be called upon 
to resign before many months should 
pass. ‘The result of his management, as 
experienced the past month, confirms us 
in that opinion. 

Under instruction from Secretary Bout- 
well, Assistant Treasurer Butterfield, of 
this city, purchased to-day obligations of 
the Government, commonly known as 
5-20 bonds, which do not fully mature un- 
til about seventeen years from this date, 
to the amount of 33,000,000, paying there- 
for promises of the Government already 
due—allowing a discount on the latter of 
17 per cent., or, in other words, he paid 
120'4 cents in legal tender notes for each 
100 cents as represented by the bonds, 
Can airy civilized man say, with a clear 
conscience, that such an operation has in 
it the first grain of common sense? A 
merchant who would pay a note having 
six months to run before maturity, giv- 
ing therefor his I O. U., payable on de- 
mand, allowing 17 per cent. premium for 
the former, would he arrested by his 
other creditors upon the ground of fraud. 
If he had no other creditors to thus look 
after him, his relatives would apply to the 
courts for the appointment of a guardian 
upon the ground of insanity. 

Should any man conduct himself in the 
manner suggested above, of flooding the 
country with his individual promises to 

ay on demand, especially when he was 
utterly unable, and, in fact, unwilling to 
redeem them, in order therewith to can- 
cel unmatured obligations, the whole 
community would, as with one voice, 
unite in saying that such a man was a fit 
subject for, and ought to be an inmate of, 
a lunatic asylum. 

If in this conclusion we are eorrect, 
what shall we say of our Secretary of the 
Treasury, and of al) those persons who 
highly commend him in the course he 
is pursuing, and in the next breath call 
for a resumption of specie payments? 

The solemn truth is. the great majority 
of the financial writers of the day are ig- 
norant of the principles of monetary sci- 
ence;in fact, they are mere quacks, who 
in prescribing for our diflieulties use un- 
meaning signs and symbols, which they 
do not themselves understand, thereby 
deceiving the ignorant.

are the Signers of the Whitewash- 
ing Document? Two of the Gen- 
tlemen Man-handled by One who 
Knows.

Bethel, last year—none regret it more 
than his own family. The case was 
investigated by the Grand Jury of 
Crittenden county, and he was*ac- 
quitted. 
Whether it was this unfortunate 
difficulty and the shooting of Haynes, 
or a desire to satisfy the demands of 
the Arkansas Radicals, that prompted 
the unwarrantable attack of Dougherty 
and his cosigners, can be better judged 
by looking into the career and vyporaal 
of somo of the authors of said ecard.

The infamous document or card was 
written by one Robert C. Hemphill, 
who was directed to do so, quite like- 
ly, by Haynes’ twin brother in vil- 
lainy, Manie, the carpetbag Sheritf of 
Lafayette county, Miss., who is now 
at Marion engineering things. Tienip- 
hill has lived in Arkansas for about 
fifteen years, and his character would 
not justify him in “throwing stones.” 
He isa dangerous and deceitful man, 
who voted to disfranchise: the white 
inhabitants and confer their rights 
upon the negro. Ie has often sought 
office both in Arkansas and in Tennes: 
see, but the first honor ever conferred 
upon him was his appointment asa 
Justice of the Peace by Powell Clay- 
ton. He wore his honors, however, 
but a short time, when finding him 
incompetent Clayton very properly 
supplied his place by one C, N. Wil- 
son, a carpetbagger with the fog on 
his brow, fresh from New Foundland. 

Reuben T. Redman, another of the 
signers, brought the infamous docu- 
ment to the eg of this city and was 
active in getting it up. . //e has a his- 
tory, and itis well known, and none 
more contemptible or more pitiful can 
be found. It is with loathing that we 
eyen think of him, but when he 
thrusts himself forward he must be 
pushed aside. 

In 1855-5. Redman was elected 
School Commissioner of Crittenden 
eounty, and his constituents would be 
obliged to him if he would explain 
what became of that $20,000 of the sa- 
cred fund which disappeared under h¢s 
manipulations. They would be; still 
more obliged to him if he would 
make good thatsum, in which he is 
now a defaulter. 

When the war broke out he was a 
furious secessionist; his ravings were 
terrible—in military garb he rushed 
into the field—his attitude was threat- 
ening in the extreme, and those who 
did not know him lookéd with admi- 
ration, saying: the Yankees 
catch Redman they will catch a Tar- 
tar.’”’ But, alas! he smelt the battle 
‘‘from afar,’’ and that satisfied him. 
Ar soon as Memphis fell het came in, 
and took the oath to the. “old flag ”’ 
which he admired more than ever.

He could not 
bear the sight of the -Yankees who 
lingered in Crittenden, but greeted 
them whenever he met them with 
taunts and insults. They had done 
him no harm, nor had any oneo 
them injured any one. But when the 
evil spirit that had been concealed by 
Haynes and his partisans -became 
manifest to the world, and the county 
of Crittenden deluged in blood, 
women ravished, and the wail of the 
orphan and the widow greets his ears, 
Redman becomes a sudden admirer of 
Haynes, and, with others, makes 
known to the world that he (Haynes) 
is an ‘‘ honest man and a good citizen, 
and has done more to advance the in- 
terest of the county than any other 
man in it, declaring hima martyrand 
Collier a murderer.”’
